Mr. Redmond’s 
Statement that the present government of 
Ireland is wholly Unionist is untrue: it 
contains a majority of Home Rulers, and 
Mr. Duke is himself a declared advocate 
of self-government. ‘He refuses, however, 
to accept Mr. Redmond’s easy prescrip- 
tion for peace and conditional loyalty in 
this country. He refuses to abolish 
martial law, because Mr. Redmond can 
suggest no other certain method of sup- 
pressing conspiracy and crime. He 
rejects the absurd suggestion that the 
Home Rule settlement was destroyed by 
the Cabinet. It perished because the 
Irish people disowned it. If ‘we are to 
have settlement, it must be contrived in 
Ireland, and, if the Irish parties can be 
brought into agreement, the British 
Government will hasten to give effect to 
their wishes. - In the meantime Mr. Duke 
proposes to maintain the law, unterrified 
by threats and influenced only by his 
sense of duty to his Government and to 
Ireland. 

We have no desire to increase the grave 
difficulties of Mr. Redmond’s position. 
It is, perhaps, his misfortune, rather 


own master. Nevertheless, he has identi- 
fied himself with a policy which’ is fatal 
to the best Irish interests, and he cannot 
get rid of his responsibility. If any 
statesmanship survives in the Nationalist 
Party, Mr. Duke’s speech must call it 
into action. The party cannot serve two 
masters. It cannot at the same time 
pander to sedition in Ireland and win the 
confidence of that English democracy on 
which all Ireland's fortunes depend. 
There is no use in pretending that at 
this moment the English democracy 
is not disappointed and angry with 
Ireland. We have not done our 
duty in the war. We have not realised 
the tremendous issues at stake. We have 
made the most exigent demands upon 
England, yet have refused to take our 
part in the. community of sacrifice. 
Rhetoric and false passion in the House 
of Commons will not help our case, The 
English people wants to win the war, 
and will judge Ireland’s claims by the 
test of her services in the war. Those 
services may be negative and positive. It 
will be a great negative service if Ireland 
ceases to be a cause of anxiety to the 
Cabinet. Englishmen will be utterly 
}impatient of the Nationalist Party's 
theatrical fury at Mr. Duke s resolution 
to maintain: the law. Irish soldiers are 
wanted for the Irish Divisions. The 
English democracy is amazed at Ireland's 
refusal to send her 200,000 men of military 
age into the firing line. We agree with 
some of Mr. Redmond’s strictures on the 
early methods of recruiting for the war 
in Ireland. Unsuitable men were ap- 
pointed to important posts; there was a 
huge waste of money; national suscepti- 
bilities were offended in matters of de- 
tail. We think that Mr. Lloyd George 
exaggerated the effect of these blunders 
yesterday, but we are quite willing that 
none of the changes which he* men- 
tioned should be left untried.: It is 
ridiculous to suggest, however, that they 
will meet the case, or that past blunders 
are any excuse for Ireland’s present 
treachery to the Irish Divisions. The 
great fact which yesterday s debate will 
leave in the British mind is that the 
Irish Divisions are desperately in need of 
men, that Ireland is full of men, and 
that Mr. Redmond refuses to appeal to 
them until he has exacted a-series of im- 
possible conditions which have no relation 
to the war. So long as that fact remains 
it will constitute a barrier between Ire- 
land and England and between Unionists 
band Nationalists in this country.

The Allied Governments have made 
public. their reply to the American 
memorandum of May regarding the holding 
up of mails by Great Britain and France. 
In that memorandum the American 
Government adopted a harsh tone of pro- 
test, and attempted to claim protection for 
all the correspondence of its citizens 
upon the high seas. In their reply 
the Allies declase that they make 
every effort to prevent the exer- 
cise of belligerent rights from encroach- 
ing upon the legitimate exercise of the 
rights of inoffensive neutral commerce ; 
but they consider it their duty as belli- 
gerents to exercise a control om the high 
seas in order to prevent the sending of any 
mails destined to assist the enemy in their 
conduct of the war.

Dublin Losses. 

We think that all who read the state 
ment of the present position of the Dublin 
Fire and Property Losses Association, 
which was made by Mr. W. M: Murphy, 
yestenday, will regard it as moderate and 
reasonable. Members of the Association 


have just complaints against the Govern- 


ment, and it was a wise thing to utter 
these complaints temperately and without 
exaggeration, One ground of protest is the 
Government’s delay in notifying property 
owners of the amount of compensation 
which has been passed for payment. It is 
obvious that uncertainty as to the future 
is a cause of much hardship and actual loss 
to large business firms. An even more 
important and urgent matter than that of 
delay in decision and © notification of 
awards, however, is causing anxiety to 
business men whose property was destroyed 
during the Easter disturbances—namely, 
the basis of assessment. It is an astonishing 
thing that the Association should still have 
to bedealing with this matter. The members, 
as was stated yesterday, have been shut 
out from all possibility of obtaining com- 
pensation from the local anthority under 
the malicious injuries legislation. As 
ratepayers, we are glad of that, and, in- 
deed, it was a fair and necessary protec- 
tion of the citizens from the burden of the 
cost of damage and destruction which most 
of them condemned. It leaves, however, 
those who have suffered that damage and 
destruction entirely dependent on the 
State for compensation, and the’citizens of 
Dublin at large must sympathise with the 
propert¥ owners in their demand that 
the compensation shall be just and 
ample. It should be at least as generous 
as the compensation which has been paid 
to people whose property was damaged 
by bombardment in the East, Coast 
towns of England. Far from being 
generous, however, the officials who are deal- 
ing with this matter on behalf of the State 
are seeking to evade plain obligations. The 
arrangement which was made with regard 
to the adoption of an insurance basis in 
the assessment of claims is being most 
unfairly used against claimants: Where 
insurance pdlicies were in existence they 
are being used to limit the amount of com- 
pensation to the amount which might have 
been recovered, in ordinary fire condi- 
tions, under those particular policies, 
thus, as the resolution which was 
adopted yesterday states, “placing the 
uninsured in a better position than 
the partly insured.” The Dublin busi- 
ness. firms, whose misfortune during 
the rebellion involves many items of heavy 
loss which can never rank for compensa- 
tion under any agreement, are entitled to 
public support in their demand for full 
replacement value for buildings and stock, 
irrespective of the;amount of insurance. 
On what ground can they be refused one 
penny of that reimbursement?

TO 106 VOTES. 
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Mr. Redmond, in the House of enone 
yesterday, moved his resolution declaring 
that the present system of government 
in Ireland is inconsistent With the prin- 
ciples for which the Allies are fighting, 
and has been mainly responsible for the 
recent unhappy events, and fer the pre. 
sent state of feeling in Ireland. 
said that at the t moment the 
situation in Ireland was full of menace 
and danger to the interests of the Empire 
as a whole, His object was to minimise, 
and mot increase, the difficulties, and to 
see how far it was yet possible to save 
the situation. 
attributed the change of feeling in 
Ireland, and the indifference to recruit. 
ing, to the blunders made by the recruit- 
ing authorities at the beginning of the 
war, and to the belief which obtained 
currency in Ireland that the people were 
being decgived and cheated on the Home 
Rule question. 

Another cause was the formation of the 
Coalition Geverament and the establish. 
ment of what he described as a Unionist 
Administration at Dublin Castle; and 
another, the means adopted in suppress- 
ing the rebellion. Was the situation 
hopeless? Would they trust Ireland 
even now? They were administering a 
system of martial law all over the conn- 
try. Did they propose to perpetuate it? 

Personally, he wenld do anything to avert 
failure te keep the Irish regiments up 
to. strength; but it was useless asking 
him te do the impossible. Conscription 
would only aggravate the situation. 

Let the Government withdraw martial law, 
and put in command of the forces in 
Ireland some man whe had not been 
connected with the mmhappy transactions 
of the past, and let the administration of 
the Defence of the Realm Act be ani- 
mated by the same spirit as in England.

“That the system of government at. present 
maintained in Ireland is inconsistent with 
the principles for which the Allies are fight- 
ing in Europe, and has been mainly re- 
sponsible for the recent unhappy cvents, 
and for the present state of fecling in that 
country.” 

He said that his object was to call the atten- 
tion of the House and of the country to the 
very serious situation which éxisted in Ireland 
at the present moment. He proposed to make 
a general survey of the situation, and of the 
eaunseg which had led up to it. Tt was an un- 
deniable fact that at this moment the situa- 
tion in Ireland was full of menace and of 
danger. Full of menace to Ireland, to all her 
hopes and aspirations; full of menace to the 
good understanding between the two peoples, 
which had been her aspiration for the last 
forty years. It was also, he thought, full of 
menace to the highest interests of the Empire 
as a whole. In describing the situation. in on- 
deavouring to explain it, and in offering sug- 
gestions for its amelioration, he felt he must 
tread with caution. His object was to allay 
and not to increase troubje, to minimise and 
not to increase difficulties, and to show how 
in bis opinion, it was possible yet to save the 
situation. 

A CRISIS OF SLOW GROWTH. 


The crisis which had arisen in Ireland was of 
slow and gradual growth. He would only go 
back as fan as the declaration cf war. If he 
desired to make a political party point it would 
not be difficult to go back much further than 
that, in order to show where the original re- 
sponsibility lay for what had occurred. 
(Nationalist cheers.) He did not wish to do 
that, and would, therefore, commence his 
survey at the outbreak of the war.

There was much destroyer-work in the Battle 
of Jytiand. The actual battle area may not 
have been more than twenty thousand square 
miles, but the imeidental patrols, from first 
to last, must have covered many times that 
area. Doubtless, the next generation will 
comb out every detail of it. All we need re- 
member is there were many squadrons of 
battleships and cruisers engaged over the face 
of the North Sea, and that they were accom 
‘panied in their dread comings and’ goings by 
mnititudes of destreyers, who attacked the 
enemy both by day and by night from the 
afternoon of May 3lst to the morning of June 
ist, 1916. We are too close to the gigantic 
‘canvas to take in the meaning of the picture; 
our children, st¢pping backward through the 
years, may get the true perspective and pro- 
portions. 

To recapitulate what everyone knows. 

The German Fleet came out of its North Sea 
ports, sconting ships ahead; then destroyers, 
cruisers, battic cruisers, and, jast, the main 
battle fleet im the rear. It moved | north, 
parallel with the coast of stolen Schlieswig- 
Holstein and Jutland. Our fleets were already 
out; the main battle fleet (Admiral Jellicoe) 
sweeping down from the north, and our battle 
cruiser fleet (Admiral Beatty) feeling for the 
enemy. Our scouts came in contact with the 
enemy on the afternoon of May Sist, about one 
hundred miles off thé Jutland coast, steering 
north-west. “They. satisfied themselves he was 
in strength, and reported accordingly to our 
battle cruiser fleet, which engaged the enemys 
baitle cruisers at about half-past three b'ciock. 
The enemy steered south-east to rejoin their 
own fleet, which was coming up from that 
quarter, We tought him on a parallel course 
as he ran, for more than an hour. Then his 
battle fleet came in sight, and’ Beatty’s fleet 
went about and steered north-west in order to 
retire on our battle fleet, which was hurrying 
down from the north. We returned, fighting, 
very much over the same waters as we had 
used in our slant south. The enemy up till 
now had lain to the easiward of us, whereby 
he had the ativantace in that thick weather 
of seeing our hulls ciear against the afternoon 
light, while he himself worked in the mists. 
We then stoered’ a little to the north-west, 
bearmg him off towards the east, till at six 
o’dlock Beatty had headed the enemy’s leading 
ships, and our main battle fleet came in sight 
from the north. The enemy broke back in a 
loop, first eastward, then south, then sou’west, 
as our fleet edged him off from the land, and 
our main battle fleet, coming up behind them, 
followed in their wake. Thus, for a while, we 
had the enemy to westward of us, where he 
made a better mark, but the day was closing and 
the weather thickened, and the enemy wanted 
to get away. At a quarter past eight the 
enemy, still heading sou’west, was covered by 
his destroyers in a great screen of grey smoke, 
and he got away. 

As darkness fell our fleets lay between the 
enemy and his home ports. . During the night 
our heavy ships, keeping well clear of pcssible 


ee i i mi lds, swept down south to south and west 
the whole Empire, and nothing could be worse | minefields, swap i ! !

up in the morning. When morning came our 
main fleet could find no trace of the enemy to 
the southward, but our destroyer flotillas further 
north had been very busy with enemy ships, 
apparently running for the Horns Reef Channel. 
It looks, then, as if when we lost sight of the 
enemy in the smoke screen and the darkness, 
he had changed course and broken for home 
astern our main fleets. And whether that was a 
sound manesuvre or otherwise, he and the still 
flows of the North Sea alone can tell.

But: how’ is a layman to ‘give any coherent 
account, of an affair where a whole country’s 
coastline was background to battle-covering 
geographical degrees?

THE “ UNFORTUNATE PERIOD” PASSED. 

He thought he would be able to prove that 
that unfortunate period had ES and passed 
long ago. But it was very difficult to recover 
a lost opportunity of that kind. There were 
things done which offended the national suscepti- 
bilities. That was not altogether confined. to 
Ireland, but, of course, a great machine had to 
be improvised for recruiting, to raise a gigantic 
army. It was not always possible to got the 
best and most discreet men for the purpose. 
There was the incident of the flag, which, to 
anyone who belonged to a small nationality, 
would have been impossible. He did not know 
how it occurred, but he could quite understand 
the effect it would have in Ireland. It neutral- 
ised to a very large extent the very energetic 
and persistent and powerful appeals made by 
Mr. Redmond and those associated with him. 
Coming to the criticisms upon more recent 
events, he would take, first of all, the case of 
the Dublin Fusiliers. He thought when he told 
them what had happened, Mr. Redmond would 
understand why, under the. circumstances, it 
was thought essential that this excellent bat- 
talion should be put in the 61st Division, which 
was formerly the Naval Bivision. What yA 
pened was, that the military authorities had to 
choose between breaking up the battalion, who 
naturally wanted to be left together, and dis- 
tributineg them as drafts among the whole of 
the Irish Division, and putting them as a body 
into another division altogether. He was sorry 
to sav there were now gaps in the Irish Division, 
and they would certainly consider putting this 
body of Dublin Fusiliers into the Irish Division 
if it could possibly be arranged. As to what 
was said about certain Irish drafts being sent to 
Highland regiments, he was assured that that 
had not happened since June. In June arrange- 
ments were made, aml en order given that 
nationality should be considered in the question 
of drafts.

ANOTHER HOSPITAL SHIP 
IN DUBLIN. 


Yesterday afternoon another hospital ship, 
the Mahano, arrived m Dublin at the North 
Wall Extension, and was berthed alongside the 
transit sheds inside the gates of the Alexandra 
Basin. The wounded on board numbered 468 all 
told, and included one officer. A special hospital 
train of the Great Northern Railway Company, 
consisting of about hulf a doven coaches, was 
speedily loaded at the jetty alongside the 
Mahano, the bearers being members of the Joint 
V.A.D. for Ireland, of the British Red Cross 
and St. John Ambulance. This train, with 
nurses on board, was tched to Belfast, and 
carried twenty cot and one hundred sitting 
eases. A fleet of motor cars belonging to the 
Irish Automobile Club, some of the townshi 
commissioners, and other bodies dealt with 
cot and 120 sitting cases, which were removed 
for treatment to the undermentioned Dublin 
hospitals. The allocation of these men was as 
follows:—King George V. Hospital, eight cot 
cases; Mercer's Hospital, 12 cot; Richmond 
Hospital, 50 cot and 28 sitting; Mater Miserm- 
cordia, 20 cOt and 12 sitting; Dr. Steevens’, 20 
cot and 20 sitting; Adelaide, 16 cot cases; Meath 
Hospital, 21 cot cases; Dublin Castle Hospital, 
50 cot and 24 stiting; St. Vincent's Hospital, 10: 
cot and four sitting; Royal City of Dublin Hos- 
pital, 10 cot and 15 sitting; Sir Patrick Dun’s, 
10 cot and six sitting; Jervis street Hospital, 11 
sitting cases. Occasional showers of rain fell 
during the removal of the wounded from the 
ship to the train or ambulances, but, thanks to 
the new covered gangways, no inconvenience or 
delay was occasioned to the patients.- The 
officers of the Joint V.A.D. and R.C.8. and At.

an ordinary midshipman of the type one sees 
ir. tow of relatives at the Army and Navy 
Stores. He sat astride one of the tubes to 
make quite sure things were in order, and 
fired when the sights came on. But at that 
very moment a big shell hit the destroyer on 
the side, and there was a tremendous éscape 
o steam. Believing—since she had seen one 
torpedo leave the tube befote the smaph 
came—believing that both her tubes had been 
fired, the destroyer turned away “at greatly 
reduced .speed " (the shell reduced it), and 
passed, muilte: reasonably close, the light 
cruiser whom she had been hammering so faith- 
fully till the larger game appeared. Mean- 
time, the Sub-Lieutenant was exploring what 
damage had been done by the big shell. He 
discovered that only one of the two tonmpedoes 
had left the tubes, and, ‘‘ observing enemy 
light cruiser beam on and apparently tem- 
porarily stopped,” he fired the providential 
remainder at her, and it hit her below the 
conning tower, and well and truly exploded, 
a’ was witnessed by the Sub-Lieutenant him- 
self, the Commander, a leading signalman, and 
several other ratings. Luck continued to hold! 
The Acting Sub-Lieutenant further reported 
that “we still had three torpedoes left, and 
at the same time drew my attention to 
enemy's line of battleships.” They rather 
looked as if they were coming down with in- 
tent to assault. So the Sub-Lieutenant fired 
the rest of the torpedoes, which, at least, 
started off correctly from the  shell-shaken 
tubes, and must have crossed the enemy’s line. 
When torpedoes turn up among a squadron 
they upset the steerine and distract the atten- 
tion of all concerned. Then the destroyer 
judged it time to take stock of her injuries. 
Among other minor defects she could neither 
steam, steer, nor signal. 
VIRTUE REWARDED. 

Mark how virtue is rewarded! Another of 
our destroyers an hour or so previously had 
been knocked clean out of action, before 
she had done anything, by a big 
shell, which gutted « oboiler-room and 
started an oil fire. (That is the drawback to 
oil.) She crawled out between the battleships 
till she “‘reached an area of comparative 
calm,” and repaired the damage. She says :-- 
“ The fire having been dealt with, it was found 
a mat kept the stokehold dry. My only trouble 
now lack of speed, I 
jáisefal employment, and saw a destroyer in 
EE difhcuities, so closed her.”

Sd they tied Paralytic up rudely and 
effectively with a cable round her after bol- 
lards and gun (presumably because of strained 
forward bulkheads) and hauled her stern-first 
through heavy seas, at continually reduced 
speeds, doubiful of their position, unable to 
sound because of the seas, and much pestered 
by a wind which backed without warning, till, 
at last, <hey made land. and turned into the 
hospital appointed for brave wounded ships 
Everybody speaks well of Cripple. Her name 
crops up im several reports, with such compli- 
ments as the men of the sea use when ‘they see 
good work. She herself speaks well of her 
lieutenant, who, as executive officer, “ took 
charge of the fire and towing arrangemenis in 
a very creditable manner,” and also of Tom 
Batiye and Thomas Kerr, engineroom artificer 
and stoker petty officer, who “were in the 
stokehold at the time of the shell striking, and 
performed cool and prompt decisive action, al-

to which these sectione apply occerring in his 
private practice. Notwithstanding the provisions 
of ‘Section 15 of the Infectious Disease (Notih- 
cation) Act. 1889, it is also provided that every 
ease of euch disease occurring In any building, 
tent, van, shed. or similar structure in the occupa- 
tion of any of His Majesty's Forces or of any 
person employed hy or under the Admiralty, the 
Army Council, or the Minister of Munitions should 
be duly notified to the Medical Officer of Health 
and payment made in respect thereof by the 
Local Authority te the medical attendant (unless 
he ie a medical officer who holds a commiesion in 
any of His Majesty's Forces) of a fee of one ehil- 
ling for each case so notified, whether the case 
occurs in his private practice or otherwise. 

Tt will be observed that Section 5 of the Lacal
